REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose a method for strengthening containers substantially filled 
with a carbonated beverage in a high-speed filling operation, comprising providing a 
supply of liquefied gas connected to an injector apparatus, the injector apparatus 
comprising a substantially straight outflow line having a central longitudinal axis which is 
positioned at an angle to the central longitudinal axis of the containers, positioning the 
outflow line of the injector apparatus above and adjacent to the containers passing 
thereby during the high-speed filling operation, and forcibly injecting a predetermined 
amount of the supply of liquefied gas into said carbonated beverage within each of said 
containers through the substantially straight outflow line of said injector apparatus, 
thereby displacing oxygen from the headspace above the carbonated beverage within 
each of the containers, as claimed.
